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WARRIMOd PASSENGERS SEE A

HARE WONDER.

Tlie Canadian-Australia- n Mail Steam

er Arrives-On- c Day Late Due to the
Heavy Head Seas.

The jmssengers on the steamship
Warrlmoo 011 the way from Sydney
were treated to a sight of one of the
rare wonders of the: sea, a water-
spout. It was seen a distance of a
mile or so last Monday in Latitude 8
North, Longitude 103 degrees 30 min-

utes west. It was visible for some
time and called everybody on deck to
see it.

Tire Warrimoo came up to the Oce-

anic wharf just before 1 o'clock this
afternoon, about one day behind her
schedule time. Tills was due to the
strong headwinds throughout much
of the voyage and imrticularly strong
the last twenty-fou- r hours. So far
as the passengers were concerned it
was a very pleasant trip.

A couple of slight accidents gave
piquancy to ,the entry in harbor.
Tlie custom house boat in coming
alongside to put tlie customs officers
aboard fouled on the line of the steam
launch which was nlso alongside and
came within an ace of capsizing. Boat-
man John Manuka came to the rescue
anil took the customs oillcers aboard.
The second accident was the snap-
ping of the bowline when it was
mnde fast to the wharf.

Purser Bellmnine gives the follow-
ing itinerary of the trip:

Cleared Sydney Heads at 2:10 p. m.
September 10th; experienced moder-
ate to strong W. S. W. to N. W; winds
with line weather to Wellington,
which was reached at 12:50 p. m. Sep
tember nth; left again at o p. m. fol
lowing day; experienced unsettled
weather and lieadseas to ouva, at 3
p. m. September 20th.

Proceeded on voyage at 8 o clock
next morning; cleared the Fiji group
at i):30 p. m. same day, and passed Al-o- fa

Island nt 10 a. 111. next day. Cross-
ed tlie equator on the afternoon of
September 24th., Unsteady trade
winds, variable in force, and well to
the eastward were experienced be
tween Suva and Honolulu.

Passed the It. M. S. Aorangi at 10
a. m. September Kith south of Port
land Island,. Nr Bark "County' of
Merianeth of Liverpool was spoken in
Latitude 34 degrees 5 minutes south.
Longitude 178 degrees 57 minutes east,
reported all well.

WARRIMOO FREIGHT.

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COLUMBIA LIBEL SUIT IS STILL
DRAGGING ALONG.

Same Cases Appealed From Judge
Wilcox's District Court Matters of

Probate and Guardianship.

The Colegrovc libel suit for $13,000
damages for breach of contract
against the stenmship City of Colum-
bia still drags slowly along in Judge
Perry's court. Captain Milnor was
again on tlie stand this morning and
was' questioned particularly about
Colegrovc and his antecedents. The
testimony lias been so voluminous in
this case that it is likely some of the
other suits will be submitted on tlie
testimony taken in this. Tlie Itose
Berliner libel will likely be submitted
on the testimony taken in tlie crimi-
nal case against Captain Mllner.

The ease of Sam Kalua vs. I). G.
decided in tlie district court

has been appealed to the supreme
court, .on points of law. Tlie plain-
tiff sued for $150 for damages sustain-
ed in being knocked down by a horse
and wagon driven by a Japanese in
tlie employ of the defendant, the
plaintiff at tlie time riding a bicycle.
Judge Wilcox dismissed tlie case,
holding that tlie defendant's owner-
ship of tlie lior.se and wagon was
merely that of administrator of his
brother's estate, lie could not be held
personally liable.

, An appeal from the same court has
also been taken to the supreme court
in tlie case of Kauimakaole Lazarus
vs. Joseph O. Carter, for the recovery
of certain jewelry valued at $250 and
$30 damages for the detention of the
same. The defendant interposed a
plea in bar to tlie effect that lie held
possession of the property as adminis-
trator of the estate of Eleazar Laza-
rus, who originally owned the prop-
erty. Tlie plea was allowed by tlie
lower court and the case dismissed,
from which decision the case is now
appealed.

In the assumpsit suit of M. A. Reis
vs. A. F. Franca, tlie defendant flies a
general denial. The same cause lias
been pursued in the assumpsit suit
of Nakaikualiine vs. S. W. Kaleiklni,
administrator of the estate of Lilia
N. Haunia, deceased.

HOW AND WHAT IT
FROM.

IS MADE

Ingredlants of tlie Brew which
Knocked Out the Soldiers Chance
for Uncle Sam's Revenue Men.

The manufacture of svlpes is an
Industry that is on the increase in
spite of tlie efforts of tlie police to
stop it. Until a few months ago tlie
stuff was a harmless
drink, containing a very low percent-
age of alcohol. Now it is different,
very different in some Instances.

Swipes is tlie name given to a na
tive beer which is ' made in various
ways. A quantity of potatoes are
prepared just us a housewife would
make yeast and put into ji barrel of
fresh water. . lo this, is added hop,
either put directly into tlie potato
mixture or first boiled, and. a little
sugar added. In or two days the
mixture commences to ferment,
when that process is fully on tlie stuff
is ready to drink. It is then strained
into another barrel and sometimes it
is bottled, but owing to tlie danger of
bursting tlie bottles this is not often
done, Jnit the swipes is sold by the
gallon instead. Tills was the stuff-sol-

as riwipes up to a few months ago
before the soldiers commenced com
ing. It contained from 3 tn 7 per cent
of alcohol and beyond the nfcohol
nothing deleterious.

Now it is different. The quantity of
alcohol in tlie samples of swipes capt
ured lately and analyzed by the police
has suddenly up to 12 and 15 per
cent and in' one or two instances still
higher. It also been found that
articles deleterious to human health
are being used to make tlie swipes
stronger or rather to fortify it so that
it win take a stronger hold on its vic-
tim. A common practice now is to
add a plug of navy tobacco to each
barrel. The plug is thrown in whole
but gradually dissolves in the swipes.
Another dodge is to add a quart bot-
tle of washing ammonia to each barrel.

I he ammonia is a powerful stiniulent
when taken internally, and it causes
a burning sensation to the mouth and
throat similar to that produced bv

w spirits. .

But tills is not all. The police have
known for weeks past that an-
other and more powerful agent

used, and within last few
days have obtained positive pfoof of
it. nils mejliylated spirits, which
can be obtained at any drugstore. In
a recent raid at Man'oa Valley i the
police captured tlie entire outfit of a
swipes joint, including a gallon dem-
ijohn nearly of methylated
spirit, and subsequent . observations
have led to the discovery that this.
spirit is now being used to mix with
the swipes, even if it is not retailed
out tlie drink.

Methylated spirits is nine parts of
grain alcohol and oife part of wood al-

cohol. It first came into use in Eng-Inu- d,

where tlie government in an en-
deavor to stop the snle of pure alco-
hol as a drink, allowed it to be
witli addition of 10 per cent of
wood alcohol for mechanical purposes,
varnishes, etc. It was supposed that
the poisonous effects of wood alcohol
would prevent its being drunk. It has
to a certain extent, but men will
drink it when they can get nothing
else. Wood alcohol or pyroxylic spir-
it, formediy known as naphtha, is n
violent nnrcotic sedative poison. Its
effects arc peculiar in that they are
lasting, several days being required to
recover from its effects. It is tlihi
stuff that soldiers are now drinking
when they think they are getting a
harmless swig of homemade beer
brewed on the sly. It is no wonder

after a few drinks nt Hawaiian
swipes they wander around in a seml- -
ldlotlc and dazed state out of which
they emerge with no recollectlbn
whatever of where they have been or
what they have been doinc

There is one consolation tlie police
have In this matter. In a few months
they will have- assistance of Uncle
sum s revenue sleuths in putting a
stop to illicit liouor maklmr in tlm Tc.

If the proposed site of tlie perma-
nent post meets the approval of the
war department the change to that
location will be made and probably
very soon. ,
